‘Monday morning at a quarter paft nine o’clock, 
died, at his houfe in Grafton-{treet, Piccadilly, the 
Right Hon. Earl Howe, Admiral of the. fleet, Ge- 
neral of Marines, and a Knight of the Garter. His 
Lordthip was Earl, Vifcount and Baron Howe, of 
Langar, in Nottinghambhire, Vifcount Howe, and 
Baron Clenawley, in Ireland; anda Baronet. His 
Lordfhip married in 1758, the daughter of Chiverton 
Hartoop, of Welby, in Leicefterthire, by whom he had 
three daughters ; the eldeft is married to the prefent 
Lord Curzon, to whom the Englifh Barony defcends, 
His Lordthip dying without male iffue, the Englith 
Earldem and Vifcounty become extiné& ; but the Irith 
titles and the Baronetcy defcend to his Lordfhip’s bro- 
ther, General Sir William Howe.

Yet, during this uncertainty and anxiety with re- 
fpeé&t to the deftination of the combined fleets, not a 
moment’s delay has taken place in the preparations for 
the fecret expedition. In the river, colliers, fithing- 
boats and coafting veffels, to the amount of nearly 200, 
have been collected for the tranfport of troops, ftores, 
and horfes, to Ramfgate, Margate, and Deal. The 
workmen in Woolwich yards have been increafed, and 
employed night and day. 

Within the laft four or five days more than 500 vef- 
fels have failed down the river for different ports. From 
Portfmouth and other ports upwards ef 400 baggage 
waggons have-been fent te Woolwich, with ammunition, 
horfe artillery, &c. A great quantity of light and hea- 
vy artillery has beer-embarked. Several gun-bouts have 
been feat from Woolwich, and 200 flat-bottomed boats 
have been built in fuch a manner as to take to pieces, 
and put together in a very fhort {pace of time. 

A very confiderable number of heavy and light 
horfe artillery ftores, among which are a remarkably 
large quantity of horfe artillery ammunition, &c. have 
been already embarked.. No women are allowed on 
board ; and the fhips are only provifioned for three 
weeks, fo that their deftination cannot be far ‘diftant. 

On Monday Sir Ralph Abercrombie reviewed at 
Canterbury a fquadron of the 18th light dragoons, which 
is under orders to march on Friday for Ramfgate, to 
embark on the fecret expedition. The General exprefs- 
ed the greatelt approbation of their military appearance,

Gentlemen of the Grad Fury, : 
Upon looking into your kalendar, it is with much
